Because while the Govern- 
ment will do its part toward making the day 
memorable, and sisters and mothers and 
fathers and \vive- will dj theirs, and nearby 
towns will do their ov.-n, that great army of 
level-headed, 
sympathetic, 
warm-hearted 


people who make up the Red Cross can add 
a note to the day's cheer that stands for 
something quite different from any of these 
other messages. The Red Cross Christmas 
will be too big to be merely personal, and 
too frieadly to be merely national. 


This is what the Red Cross is going to 


try to do: On Christmas Day it hopes to be 
able to put into the hands of every soldier 
and sailor, at home or abroad, a Christmas 
Cheer Package. That ;s the part that con- 
cerns each man. individually. 
But it will 


lake the help cf all to accomplish this. And 
because Christmas is also a festival flay, the 
Red Cross is going to take part iu camp 
celebrations all oxer the country.
